A parcel of ground, containing 2.3 acres, 
more or less, located approximately 207 
feet West of Ethel Street, 225 feet East 
of Poinsette Drive, and extending approxi¬ 
mately 470 feet Southward from Goshen Road. 

SECTION 2. That the area described as follows is hereby 

designated an R-3 District under the terms of Chapter 36, 

Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946, as 

amended by General Ordinance No. 2836 and amendments thereof; 

and the symbols of the City of Fort Wayne Zoning Map No. BB-9, 

referred to therein, established by Section 9, Article III 

of said Chapter as amended, are hereby changed accordingly, to-wit 

A parcel of ground, containing 3.116 acres, 
more or less, extending approximately 600 
feet South from the parcel described in 
Section 1 hereof.
